38. No problem can be foreseen in turning him over to any German-Speaking 
case officer. 

39. 5y virtue of his ec^ation, CARBOHIDRATE is opposed to the CoBununist 
regiine in the East Zone of Germany, where he resided until January 1953* 

He further appears to owe us a considerable degree of loyalty, having 
e^oyed our financial and material, support since May of 19ltS, and it 
was upon our specific request that he vent to the East Berlin police 
When the unified Berlin police was divided into two separate groups. 

To no small extent CARBQHYDR/lTE ■ s noiivatlon is based upon bis financial 
dependence directly to KUBARK, via BOB, and indirectly through GADROIT. 

UO. All agencies in "Berlin;' EuCCK, GGOPAl, GCK (MG^ 98o6), have been checked 
and no derogatory information has been forthccsuiiig. 5DC check was ne^.- 
tive. When he deimrted from East Berlin to resettle in the West, he sub- 
mitted to the normal rigid refugee screeziing at ovoc specific request. 

During the course of his processing, he was interviewed by representatives 
of other allied agencies, and submitted that he had been employed by 
CADitOlT during the period he was active in the East Berlin police. No 
d«rogatory infortnation was subsequently forwarded to GADROIT by any of 
these screening agencies.
